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THE STEEL MASTERS GAIN AGAIN 


More of the Big Mills in Pittsburg are Started 


With Nonunion Men—Disorderly 


Strikers Given Warning* 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 22.—Tin de- 


velopments in the steel strike this 
morning were all favorable to the 
masters. 
Early this morning ihc 


American Tin Pla'te company suc- 
ceeded in getting about one hundred 
men safely inside the gates ot liie 
Star plant, on Twelfth street, in this 
city, and preparations were in pro- 
gress for starting up 'two mills be- 
fore the close of the day; anctiier 
crew was put on at the Lindsay vo 
McCutcheon works in Allegheny, 
and the "Jinney" mill started, and 
250 men were reported at work in 
the Painter plant, on the soufrh side. 


GIVEN A -REPRIMAND. 


The seven foreigners arrested for 


disturbing the peace at the Pennsyl- 
vania tube plant, last evening, were 
given a liearlng by Magistrate Hn- 
G-arvey this morning and severely 
reprimanded. 
All were discharged 


but one. who was lined for having 
a dangerous weapon in his posses- 
sion when arrested. The magistrate 
requested the Amalgamated officials 
to instruct the foreigners as to the 
rights of others as well as how Tar 
they themselves could go without 
breaking the law. He then said: 


"The recorder, the police aM the 


magistrates me^an to maintain civic 
order at all cosfts. Hereafter. I want 


it very clearly understood, any one 
who is arrested in connection witn 
strike disorders will be made to feoi 
the utmost penalty of the law. la- 
police 'department, myself, Director 
J* 0. Brown and Superintendent Les- 
lie, no matter how our personal sym- 
pathies go, have but one duty to 
perform and that is to protect the 
commonwealth and this duty -.vill 
be fulfilled at all hazards. 


"Inspector Henry Whitehouse is 


an efficient officer and he an I the 
officers are sent down to the various 
works to do their duty and they will 
do it. 
It is now the duty of the 


officers of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion to inform the men that have 
been arrested, and those not an*est- 
ed, that strikers must not congre- 
gate at the mills, at the strset cor- 
ners, or even on the streets, and that 
if they do so, especially after this 
warning, it will be the duty of the 
magistrates to impose on them the 
utmost penalty of the law. It is a 
disgraceful state of affairs when the 
police, as in this case, had to draw 
their revolvers to protect those 
whom they had arrested from being 
taken from the patrol wagon.

treme court on the same, the speaker 
laid Justice Brown did not announce 
he conclusion or judgment of the 
ourt, affirming the judgment of the 
*ourt below, but rendered-one of his 


Be'ferring to the opinions of 


Justices White, Shiras'and Jtc-Kenna, 
n the same case, the speaker said: 


Technically speaking there is tio 


>pinion of court to sustain the judg- 
ment. 
If the Dooly case (known as 


Dooly vs. United States) is controlled 
by the Downes cases there -would 
seem to be no good reason why it 
should not have been decided. That 
t was not, raises the inference that 
t would be decided adversely to the 
government, or that there was; a 
greater difference 
of opinion than 


usual with reference to it. 
Mr. Jus- 


tice Gray is the only one Who indi- 
cates his 'position' in this case." 


Mr. Littlefield considered the other 


cases which had (been passed upon, 
ind said that in the unsettled condi- 
tion of the court it was hardly worth 
while to speculate as to the result of 
those cases. 
His conclusion as to 


Porto Kico's status is, briefly: 


"So far as the operation of the con- 


stitution was concerned this territory 
was to all legal intents and purposes 
a part of the United States. 
It mat- 


ters not how the constitution reached 
the territory, so far as this case was 
concerned, so long as it was there." 


Mr. Littlefield next discussed the 


thirteenth amendment to4the consti- 
tution as it has been construed by 
the supreme court in regard to £orto 
Eico and the Philippines. He quoted 
the amendment and gave a history\>f 
the case. 
Then he said, referring to 


slavery as it existed in the United 
States: 


"The negro cannot be driven out of 


the south. 
He is vastly the superior 


of the Filipino physically, and until 
the Philippines produce a Pre'd Doug- 
lass or a Booker T. Washington, he 
has nothing to fear in an intellectual 
comparison." 


After Mr. Littlefield had concluded 


his address reports of standing com- 
mittees were received. 


Adolph Moses, of Chicago, created 


a sensation at the close of Hr. Lit- 
tlefisld's address by registering a 
strong protest Said he: 


"I wish to record my note of dis 


sent to the general applause whicU 
followed the presentation of the in- 
sular cases by Mr. Littlefield. 
regret to have listened to what I 
consider an unwarranted attack upon 
the supreme court of the 
United 


States -and as a member of this as 
sociation I wish to raise my voice 
in protest against the use of thi 
platform for a purpose of this kind.' 


He was declared out of order by 


the president.

of taxation. 
The democratic pany 


believes that the burdens of taxa- 
tion should be borne equally by ail 
taxable property. • We pledge 
the 


members of the general assembly to 
formulate and urge the adoption of 
such a law as will compel the bur- 
dens of taxation to rest on corpor- 
ate and individual property alike, 
without favor or exemption of nny 
interests. 


"We demand economy in the ad- 


ministration of state affairs, the re- 
peal of the mulct law. the enact- 
ment of a local option law, the aboli- 
tion of offices of state printer and 
state -"binder and the contracting for 
supplies for the state with the low- 
est responsible bidder. 


"We cordially invite all honest 


men of the state to unite with us 
in securing the enactment of these 
principles into law.v

with the majority report excepting 
the preamble, which was as follows: 


**We, the democrats of Iowa

At this time the United States has 


about all the new territory that can 
well be looked after. The time may 
come and it perhaps is not far distan;

gressive and definite policy with ic- 
spect to South American countries, 
especially as respects Colombia nnd 
the republics of Central America, but 
to fulfill our obligations that respect 
the isthmus and enforce the Monroe 
doctrine is about the scope of any 
policy likely to be followed, and that 
has been going on a long- time. 


Some time, and that not very far in 


the future, acquisition of the isthmus 
and the republics north of it may be 
a necessity, and when it is pel-mis- 
sion will hardly be sought of any 
power. Just now, however, pvote> 
tion of traffic across the isthmus aiul 
prevention of any sort of European 
intcrfeience partaking of the char- 
acter of encroachment will mark tho 
limits of our operations in-that qur.r- 
tor.

ot altogether at liberty to give. One 
iingt however, is clearly patent and 
an be freely stated, and that te *-hat 
nless the patronage of the remain- 
ig games of the season is much bet- 
er than that of recent games, the lo- 
ll management will not feel justified 


attempting to give Fort Wayno 


rofessional ball next year. By quit- 
ng, the manager can not make any* 
ling, to be sure, but by quitting he 
an not continue to lose more, which 
as been his experience during1 the 
ntire season of 1901.

/ere presented to The Sentinel that 
re startling in their way. One of 
lese is that the attendance this year 
as not been within 40 ipcr cent, of 
vhat it was last year.

All these things -are inter- 
esting-to the public only in the light 
hat they show that no man, or body 


>f men, not idots, can attempt to do 
business on a continually losing 
basis. The Fort Wayne management 
ias a lease on the present grounds. 
The Sentinel understands, for two 
more years, but it looks as though it 
would be more profitable to surrender 
he lease and -burn down the im- 
provements than to attempt to run a 
)all club at a net loss of something 
ike $50 a day. For the local players, 
little except in warmest commenda- 
tion can be said. The personnel of 
the Fort Wayne team is strong-ex- 
ceptionally strong. Fort Wayne has 
today the strongest pitching staff in 
the association, and with Fuller back 
of the bat, can not be excelled in bat- 
teries.

RULES FOR BAGGAGE CARS. 


Uniform rules for the handling of 


"baggn<re cars have been adopted by 
the 
Central Passenger 
association 


lines. 
The new rules follow the sime 


general lines as the old. but with one 
radical departure which governs the 
handling of special cars for parties 
of twenty-five or more for greater or 
less distances. 
Parties of twenty- 


five or more traveling on a party 
ticket and requiring the use of a spe- 
cial -baggage car will have the same 
•furnished without extra cost, provid 
ed the fare paid by the party is $25 
or more. 
When the distance trav- 


eled, is less than would produce a 
fare of SI per capita the bapcage car 
is moved at an expense of $10 to t 
•company. 
In such cases, however, if 


the party wishes to pay the different 
between what fare is paid and the 
reciuired $25 the car may be moved 
without further cost. 


•When ten or more are traveling on 


one ticket and have no need for a 
special car, baggage amounting to 


an average of fifty pounds to each 
person may be'carried free, but all 
in addition to that -will be shipped on 
the regular trains, charging the regu- 
lar excess baggage rates. 
When, 


however, the (party of ten or more, 
traveling on a single ticket, desires 
or demands the use of a special 'bag- 
gage car the same is carried, charg- 
ing 15 cents a mile by the short line 
mileage. 
Upon such movements the 


party of ten is permitted to take ad- 
vantage of the rule which applies to 
movements of parties of twenty-five 
or more persons. 


TO ENCOURAGE SECTION MEN.

A NEW PAINTING MACHINE.

FRENCH FLEET TO GO TO TURKEY 


French Officials are Reticent, Bjit There is Evi- 


dence of a Naval Demonstration—Czar's 


Visit a Restraint.

Paris, Aug. 22.—The Matin this 


morning announces that the French 
second-class cruiser Cassard started 
for Turkish waters yesterday and 
that a naval division is ready'to fol- 
low. 
. According to the foreign office of- 
ficials this afternoon there is no news 
and no change in the situation of the 
Turkish imbroglio. It was, however, 
noticeable that the officials were more 
reticent than yesterday.

asserting- that no naval demonstra- 
tion is contemplated, they refuse to

A NEW PAINTING MACHINE.
